coolle agents, not one: European, so fay as 

is known, having ever been concerned in 
‘thedegrading occupation of kidnapping the 
natives out of ‘their homes.. To this 
extent we may, congratulate ourselves 
qn occupying a better position than our 
-neighbours, the Portuguese of Macno, 
did while emigration was carried on In 
that colony. In the Holy City most of the 

~ acts of oppression and cruelty in connection 
with the slave traffic'were perpetrated by 

. the Portuguese owners, and overseers of 
the barracoons themselves, while: these 

_ establishments were under direct Govern- 
*, mentsupervision. In Hongkong the native 
brokers: and’ private. holders of .coolie 
shantles are alone directly responsible for 
“the Infraction of the law, and condign 
punishment very quickly follows discovery 
and’ conviction.” "We are -of opinion, 
i however, that far. more energetic 
"measures should,.be employed towards 

‘ the discovery and putting down of abuses 

of this nature, and strongly: advocate that 
‘sufficiently deterrent pynishments should 

- beinflicted on all convicted kidnappers and 
“thelr accomplices. Asa practical resource 
..' we would, recommend the Government to 
take effective steps to obtaln from ‘every 
“emigrant. on board: vessels leaving’ :the 
port,’ previous’ fo’: departure, a distinct 
acknowledgment: of his . willingness to 

yi emigrate, or a detailed statement of the:
